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1. In connection with the recorair.endati on contained in paragraph 
2 of the attached memorandum, it is suggested that the phrase "next 
of kin" may be interpreted to mean only the immediate family of the 
individual concerned. In the case of an American citizen married to 
a Polish girl, for example, ouch an interpretation would include her 
aa a member of the immediate family, but would not include the members 
of nor family Who may still be living in Poland. 

2. It ie believed that the provision in question should cover 
the 11 next of kin" of both husband and wife and the following warding 
is recommended: 

M 3a. of excellent character who are native born citizens 
of the "United States and who have no member of the immediate 
family or next of kin thereof subject to a foreign power." 
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
